Ever deeper in 
their own mire 


The recent decision to dispatch 6,000 
additional British troops to Bosnia had about 
it a depressing aura of inevitability. As our 
politicians have not tired of telling us, the 
move was a response to the action of the 
Bosnian Serbs in taking as hostages 256 UN 
‘peacekeepers’, including 33 Britons. At the 
time of writing, it looks as if the release of 
these hostages will occur very shortly, but 
that is a tactical detail in an overall picture 
of an escalating war into which Britain is 
being sucked ever more deeply almost by 
the hour. 

Given that the hostages had been taken, it 
is difficult to know how our Government 
could have avoided the decision to ‘beef up’ 
British forces in the region. Once you have 
got yourself involved in a very stupid and 
unnecessary fight, and your adversary 
strikes a nasty blow at you, the only alter- 
native to running away is hitting back. This 
is not to say that Mr. Major’s joke of a 
Government is averse to the idea of running 


away — it is doing virtually that in Northern 
Ireland. In the conflict in Bosnia, however, 
the Government has invested so much of its 
own kudos and credit in the decision to 
involve Britain that a disengagement now 
would amount to a monumental humiliation 
for the politicians who ordered the crazy 
policy in the first place. Mr. Major and his 
colleagues do not themselves have to stand 
in the line of fire from Serb guns; they can, 
from their cosy cabinet seats in West- 
minster, move battalions this way and that 
way on a map, regarding the lives of British 
servicemen as expendable in the cause of 
their own political reputations. A pull-out on 
the part of this Government now would 
amount to an acknowledgement that the 
whole business of British involvement in the 
conflict has been a fiasco from the word go, 
and that it, the Government, is to blame. 
The pretence therefore has to be maintained 
that Britain’s troops are in Bosnia in a 
worthy cause. If there aren’t enough of 
them to bring the Serbs to heel, why — 
send 6,000 more! And if that isn’t enough, 
send a further 6,000! This is precisely how 
the Americans allowed themselves to be 
boxed into an impossible corner in Vietnam. 
Eventually a US Government had to bow to 
the inevitable reality that the conflict there 
was none of America’s business — by 
which time hundreds of thousands of 
American lives had been lost, and the 
humiliation of withdrawal was that much 
bigger because of the scale of the war and 
the sacrifice having become so much bigger. 
It appears that Britain’s politicians have 
learned nothing from that experience. 
Nations in possession of their proper 
senses do not send their forces into battle 
zones where men might get killed unless 
there is some vital national interest at stake. 
Then, providing that interest truly warrants 
the commitment, they are prepared to make 
whatever sacrifice is demanded for victory.

In this case, servicemen and the families 
standing behind them accept the risk and, 
where applicable, the inevitable casualties. 
Men when they enlist in their country’s 
armed forces recognise that they may have 
to lay down their lives for that country. It 
does not occur to them — nor should it — 
that they might be called upon to lay down 
their lives for someone else’s country, least 
of all to save the faces of politicians playing 
party politics. 

It is an interesting paradox that political 
leaders in liberal democracies, who by their 
own theory are the most dedicated to ideals 
of peace and conciliation between nations, 
and posture most grandly as the ones who 
set the highest store on human life, are so 
often the most eager at a whim to send men 
off to fight in wars and are the least respon- 
sible in their calculation of whether the 
sacrifice is justified. Real statesmen grimly 
and calmly assess the national interests at 
stake before giving the order to start firing, 
and then, when those interests are beyond 
any dispute, are prepared to wage war to the 
bitter end. Political charlatans — the type 
who normally come to the top in parlia- 
mentary democracies — are the ones prone 
to react hysterically to perceived crises and 
risk lives (always provided they are not their 
own) in knee-jerk responses to mass-media- 
engendered ‘international emergencies’. 
*‘We can’t just sit by and do nothing!’’ That 
was the reaction of all good liberal ‘world 
citizens’ to the outbreak of hostilities in 
former Yugoslavia — when all prudent 
counsel would have ruled that we did 
exactly that. The heat of emotion, rather 
than cool reasoning, decided British policy, 
and we went to war. Now, as if in pained 
surprise at the consequences, the people 
responsible are wondering how we can 
extricate ourselves. 

The emotion apart, recent history seems 
to demonstrate an uncontrollable itch on the 
part of democratic politicians to meddle in 
the affairs of other nations, and that itch 
seems to grow in direct ratio to the size of 
the problems which they are incapable of 
solving at home. Of course, between the 
first and the second there is a logical 
connection; weak leaders who cannot put 
down crime, bring order to the streets, 
defeat internal subversion and prevent the 
collapse of their own societies are, by these 
foreign adventures, able to strike phony 
postures of ‘strength’ and ‘resolution’ — 
while conveniently diverting their people’s 
attention from domestic ills to valour, duty 
and discipline in the war zone shown by 
men of a fibre vastly different to their own. 

Britain’s present dilemma in Bosnia was 
all so thoroughly predictable. It is the price 
we pay for having sorcerers’ apprentices at 
the helm of national affairs. 


The trend becometh 
the gospel 


The Church of England gets more and 
more pathetic. Its latest pronouncement is 


that cohabitation outside marriage, known 
rhetorically as ‘living in sin’, is no longer to 
be regarded as contrary to its moral 
teaching. In explaining this latest move, the 
Archbishop of Cant tells us that it is simply 
a realistic response to the fact that such a 
practice has now become the accepted social 
norm and the Church must therefore move 
with the times. 

Whatever the arguments for or against the 
sanctioning of unwed couples living 
together, this one beggars belief. It amounts 
to saying: ‘‘Because it has now become so 
widespread we must deem it right.’’ What 


next? As ordered society distintegrates, are . 


there any limits to what their Graces of the 
CofE will bestow their blessings upon? 
Mugging and rape are becoming ever more 
common — so why not decree that they are 
acceptable? Drug-taking is rife — so 
endorse it. Violence has become part of our 
culture — so pronounce it OK! 

None of this is to suggest that non-marital 
living relationships are on a par with these 
practices; it is only to pinpoint the feeble 
idiocy of adapting morality to fashion. The 
Church of England, which seems nowadays 
to have succumbed to this idiocy wholesale, 
might well adopt as its new Commandment: 
“If you can’t beat ’em, join ’em!”’ 


Late and unlamented 


The enjoinment about not speaking ill of 
the dead is one difficult to abide by in the 
case of former Premier and Labour leader 
Harold Wilson, who took his leave of us 
towards the end of May. Perhaps we should 
observe the rule in respect of comments on 
Lord Wilson’s private character and 
behaviour but this should not inhibit us from 
being frank as to his contribution to the 
nation in the course of his political life. 

In his prime as a young man when World 
War II broke out, Harold Wilson chose not 
to go and fight in the anti-nazi cause in 
which he and his fellow socialists so 
passionately believed. Instead he got himself 
a cosy desk job in Whitehall, where he 
came to the notice of the then Labour 
leadership as a clever fellow destined for 
big things. His rise in the party was swift, 
and when Hugh Gaitskell died in 1963 he 
took over as chief. A year later he was 
Prime Minister. 

This meteoric rise to the top may have 
had something to do with the fact that, like 


Mrs. Thatcher after him, Harold was not. 


long in appreciating who were the most 
important power-brokers in British politics 
and took great care to cultivate the favour of 
a particular ethnic minority with more than 
a little clout in the business. In the first ever 
issue of this journal printed in magazine 
format, in December 1964, we did a front- 
page feature showing six of the men who 
exerted the greatest influence on the recently 
elected socialist Premier, all but one of them 
millionaire capitalists. They were: ‘Defence 
Scientist’ Sir Solly Zuckerman, business 
adviser Lewis Cohen, entertainment tycoon

politician, he was a disaster as a national 
leader. 


Sidney Bernstein, chain store boss and big- 
time Labour Party backer Isaac Wolfson, 
left-wing book-publisher Victor Gollancz 
and — yes, our old and not long-departed 
friend, champion benefactor of the pension- 
fund subscriber Robert Maxwell! 

Wilson’s years in power were years in 
which British industry degenerated into 
gross inefficiency and incompetence, while 
inflation went through the roof. They were 
the years in which the trade union barons 
ruled like an omnipotent mafia, while 
Harold kow-towed to them at every turn in 
his efforts to hold together the rag bag of 
squabbling factions that the Labour Party 
had become. At first mildly anti-Common 
Market, he did a spectacular about-turn 
when he realised which way the wind was 
blowing, and he later held a referendum on 
the issue in which the voters were conned 
by bribes and lies into giving an assent 
which millions of them years afterwards 
bitterly regretted. 

Wilson seized a place on the world stage 
by his vicious campaign of sanctions against 
the Whites of what then was Rhodesia. He, 
probably more than any other British 
politician, played a decisive part in paving 
the way for the cesspool of crime and 
corruption that is today’s ‘Zimbabwe’. 

Sunday Telegraph editor Charles Moore, 
in devoting a leader to Wilson on his death, 
said of him that:- 


“In those areas of politics that really 
matter, the Wilson era... was the worst 
period in our history since the 17th 
century. Worst not because of deep 
injustice and oppression but because of 


emptiness, evasion and failure. The saddest 
thing said about Harold Wilson last week 
was a remark intended in his praise, that 
his greatest achievement was the setting up 
of the Open University...’’ 


It says something about Britain in the 
second part of the 20th century that, not- 
withstanding that he was a disaster as a 
national leader, Harold Wilson’s career as a 
politician was brilliantly successful. He 
attained the foremost honours that the land 
can offer and his funeral was accompanied 
by glowing tributes from the high and the 
mighty everywhere. He made friends, you 
see, with the right people and he served the 
right interests. These days, that is what 
counts. 


Educating for powerlessness 


Most readers with children undergoing 
secondary education will know _ that 
‘Holocaust’ studies are now an essential part 
of the national curriculum. These include 
the reading of The Diary of Anne Frank and 
showings of the film Schindler’s List, 
which, according to the education section of 
The Times of April 24th, has been supplied 
to every secondary school in the country by 
a group calling itself the ‘Holocaust 
Educational Trust’, described in the paper as 
a ‘‘privately funded body’’ (funded by 
whom is not stated). 

In addition to all this, religious education 
courses nowadays have to incorporate 
studies not only of Christianity but of 
‘ethnic minority’ religions such as Judaism 
and Islam. And while we are on the subject 
of ethnic minorities, we must not neglect to 
mention that ‘anti-racist’ studies have 
formed an important part of the curriculum ' 
of a great many schools. 

All this takes up a great deal of time, and 
time, according to many teachers, is 
something in short supply. When the 
Government introduced the national curr- 
iculum a few years ago in what was 
supposed to be an attempt to get back to the 
educational basics that many schools had 
abandoned, one of the big objections to it 
among teachers was that they simply 
couldn’t fit it all in. And no wonder! 

Time taken teaching and learning about 
the ‘Holocaust’, about alien religions and 
about ‘anti-racism’ is time not taken 
teaching and learning other things, and there 
is evidence that those other things include 
studies essential to turning out the young 
people Britain needs to compete in the 
modern world. Vast nnumbers of our 
youngsters are today illiterate in their native 
language — quite apart from being much 
less accomplished than their counterparts 
overseas in foreign languages. A great many 
are not any longer learning geography, 
while the history syllabus has become so 
distorted by ‘politically correct’ propaganda 
that there are huge gaps in our children’s 
knowledge of their nation’s past. 

People are often puzzled at why nations 
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like Britain and America are today so much 
less competent than the Japanese. It should 
not be difficult to find the reasons. Japanese 
children do not spend hours having their 
heads stuffed with useless information of the 
kind that that is now de rigeur in schools in 
this country and the United States. Their 
study time is devoted to subjects chosen to 
increase capability in the things that matter 
to national strength and success. 

If the educational crisis in Britain is to be 
overcome and standards are to be raised in 
our schools, one of the things we must do is 
throw out all this worthless ballast that is 
clogging up school timetables and diverting 
our school pupils from the subjects on 
which they should be concentrating if 
Britain is not to continue going down the 
tubes. 


When a wimp nation gets 
what it deserves 
Press report: - 


‘‘An uncompromising police response 
followed yesterday’s rioting in the northern 
industrial city of Brassthorpe, where 
hundreds of young Asians rank amok in 
the Albertwistle district, throwing petrol 
bombs at police officers, smashing shop 
windows, setting fire to cars and attacking 
fire engines. 
‘At a press conference this morning the 
Chief Constable for the county, Mr. 
William Grimroyd, laid down the law 
firmly to all offenders and would-be 
imitators. Mr. Grimroyd, a square-jawed 
- man with a no-nonsense demeanour, said 
that two hundred arrests had already been 
made and that more were anticipated. He 
continued: ‘I am not going to tolerate this 
inexcusable terrorism against the city and 
its law-abiding population. Any further 
attempts at disorder will be met by over- 
whelming force. My men will be 
instructed to make baton charges on any 
mobs assembling in the area, and I do not 
rule out the use of water cannon and tear 
gas should the situation call for such 
measures. Any individuals found engaging 
in acts of violence or incitement thereto 
will be instantly arrested and they, and 
those who have already been taken into 
custody, can expect exemplarily long 
prison sentences during which they will be 
subjected to hard labour.’ ” 


The above, of course, is pure fiction. 
How could it be otherwise in the ‘liberal’ 
Britain of the 1990s? Yet it is the kind of 
report that millions of British people must in 
their hearts long to read. Instead, however, 
following the outbreak of violence and 
terror in the Manningham district of 
Bradford last month, involving mobs mainly 
of Asians and Blacks, the police reaction 
was pathetic. The Chief Constable for West 
Yorkshire, a mild-looking man with an 
apologetic voice and manner, more a male 
lead in a 1950s Pinewood movie than an 
officer for law-enforcement in a volatile 
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Bradford: a police vehicle burns. Meanwhile top cop cringes before troublemakers 
instead of cracking down hard in defence of the law 


modern city, came on television and whined 
incomprehendingly about what had 
happened. He spoke of the ‘cultural 
alienation’ suffered by so many Asian 
youths. He told us all that talks would be 
taking place between police and ‘comm- 
unity leaders’ to see how better under- 
standing could be achieved. Not once was 
the local population given any assurance that 
his officers would be cracking down hard on 
the offenders and maintaining proper order 
in the streets in the time to come. 

The response of the media was completly 
in tune and thus thoroughly predictable. 
Newspaper columns gushed with excuses for 
the rioting, talking again about ‘alienation’ 
and scarcely anywhere issuing the condemn- 
ation of the troublemakers that was merited. 

TV reports were noticeable for the fact 
that the people interviewed were either 
young Asians (some of whom no doubt had 
been engaged in the violence themselves), 
their elders, or police officers who took the 
same jellyfish line as their superior, talking 
again of alienation and conciliation and 
never once seeming to show any resolution 
to uphold the law, let alone bring to justice 
those who had broken it. 

Especially glaring in these reports was the 
fact that interviewers did not seem to think 
it appropriate to talk to any ordinary native 
white Bradfordian and ask his or her views 
about the trouble. Of course, to the media 
the feelings of such people are not worthy 
of a moment’s consideration. 

The line taken by Asian leaders was inter- 
esting though not of course new. Instead of 
apologising unreservedly to the host 
community for the misbehaviour of their 
younger brethren, they blamed it all on 
police ‘racism’, demanded the release from 
custody of the woefully few who had been 
arrested and the suspension of certain police 
officers who had incurred their displeasure, 
and as good as threatened that if these 
demands were not met there would be more 


riots — all over Britain — in the near 
future. 

Could it not be said that what this country 
gets these days is exactly what it asks for? 


Major’s last throw 
of the dice? 

Supporters of John Major (yes, believe it 
or not, there still are a few) are crediting 
him with ‘courage’ and ‘toughness’ for his 
decision to resign the Tory leadership and 
stand for re-election some months in 
advance of the expected time for a challenge 
to him. In fact no such praise is merited. 

Major is a cornered rat, fighting for the 
only thing that ever mattered to him — his 
position as Prime Minister. Not being flies 
on the wall of 10 Downing Street, we 
cannot attempt to gauge what calculations 
were in his mind. Many media pundits have 
tried this but perhaps they are all wrong in 
imagining that he had any calculations at all. 
Would it be out of character for him just to 
be making a wild and reckless gesture aimed 
at demonstrating some phony ‘strength’ 
when all other options would seem to have 
deserted him? 

By the time this issue reaches our readers 
the result of the first ballot will be known 
but we do not yet know it at this moment of 
writing. It is early to predict how all the 
present feuding in the Tory Party will end, 
but one thing can be said: Major’s one hope 
of survival is the abysmal lack of any men 
or women of real calibre able to succeed 
him. That of course will not deter a number 
who fancy their chances. It’Il be some fun 
in the next few weeks watching these 
numerous political tadpoles scheming and 
manoeuvring for the big job: Heseltine, 
Clarke, Portillo, Lamont, Redwood, Shep- 
herd, et al — all of course swearing their 
loyalty to poor John while smacking their 
lips at the thought of his political demise. 
With such alternatives, God help Britain! 


SOME CALL IT CONSPIRACY... 


JOHN TYNDALL examines a theory that 
is the subject of much argument 


IN AN ARTICLE in The Daily Mail on June 2nd, playwright 
Ian Curteis deplored the domination of British television by the 
legions of the ‘politically correct’ and what he called ‘‘the 
insidious bigotry’’ with which they propagated their opinions. 
And he asked:- 


‘*How has this come about? How is it that a tiny group — for the 
total employed in British broadcasting numbers less than one- 
twentieth of one per cent of the population — should hold such an 
illiberal stranglehold on the most powerful medium the world has 
known?”’ 

And he continued:- 


‘*How is it that they have become stuck in a groove so rigid that it 
bears almost no resemblance to the wide spectrum of viewpoints 
that constitutes the culture of this country? I don’t believe for one 
moment that it’s a conspiracy. It’s due to two other, far more 
insidious, factors.’’ 

Mr. Curteis explained these factors as being: (1) the obsession 
on the part of TV programme producers with ‘educating’ public 
opinion and (2) the desire for conformity that exists within the 
tightly enclosed and isolated society to which broadcasters mostly 
belong. But in his pointed dissociation from the idea of ‘conspiracy’ 
he sounded to me rather like the very people who were the objects 
of his second criticism. I have heard just the same denial of the 
conspiracy factor from numerous others who have attacked similar 
things. It was almost as if the writer was daring to be a little 
nonconformist but not daring to be too much so. To attack rampant 
leftism in the BBC is to stay within the permitted perimeters of 
Conservative opinion, but to talk of conspiracies is to invite the 
charge that one is ‘fascist’. And no-one who wants to get his works 
shown on the oblong screen is going to commit that kind of 
occupational suicide. Could Mr. Curteis be admitting less than he 
knows? 


THE RIGHT WORD? 


I have recently been discussing the conspiracy issue with some 
of my own colleagues. One or two of them have expressed the 
view that ‘conspiracy’ has become rather a hackneyed term and 
should preferably be phased out of the nationalist vocabulary. I can 
understand this reasoning. The conspiracy theory attracts more than 
its share of cranks, and one of the sure signs of crankiness in a 
conspiracy theorist is the tendency to overstate the power and 
cleverness of the alleged conspirators to the point at which they 
seem so omnipotent that it really isn’t worth trying to fight them. 
The conspiracy cranks do not exactly say this and perhaps do not 
even believe it, but the logic of their argument does ultimately 
point in that direction. One evening some years ago, my wife and 
I were visited at our home in Sussex by a lady of about 60 with a 
rather gentrified Irish accent. She appeared on the doorstep in a 
state of great agitation, saying that she had come down from 
London with some tremendously important news about what ‘they’ 
were planning — but we had to be careful; ‘they’ knew her every 
move because they had inserted a bugging device in an unmention- 
able part of her anatomy — she discovered this as she was 
travelling down on the train! 

This was, of course, an extreme case. The vast majority of 
conspiracy-believers of my acquaintance are thoroughly sane, and 
some are very intelligent. Even among the latter, however, there is 
a widespread tendency to take the conspiracy theory to ridiculous 
lengths, making it completely implausible to ordinary rational 
people. There is, I have found, a certain vanity and a tendency to 
‘one-upmanship’ among conspiracy theorists. It is as if one is 
saying to another: ‘‘I know more about the conspiracy than you 


do!”’ For the purpose of proving this superior understanding, some 
phenomena are attributed to ‘the conspiracy’ when in fact they have 
nothing to do with it, and the conspirators are credited with having 
their agents in all sorts of places where they almost certainly do not 
have them. Have you ever talked politics in a bar or cafe to one of 
these people? ‘‘Shhh! Keep your voice down,’’ he says. ‘‘The man 
at that table over there — I’m sure he’s listening to our conver- 
sation and noting it down so as to report it. He could be Special 
Branch. He could be MIS. He could be a red. He’s probably 
followed us here!”’ 

Of course, it is possible that the man at the next table is as our 
companion has described. These things do occasionally happen. My 
experience, however, is that most of the time they do not happen, 
and that the man at the next table may have one of any number of 
reasons for eavesdropping on the conversation but that spying on 
behalf of our enemies is not one of them. 

At a BNP leadership conference earlier this year I expressed the 
view that where party representatives dwell on the theme of 
conspiracy in politics they should do so with the utmost circum- 
spection, taking care to avoid giving the impression of crankiness: 
and, in particular, to avoid making the forces of conspiracy appear 
much more powerful and highly organised than in fact they are. In 
so many conversations I have with people on this subject, I have 
found a note of gloom and pessimism in their attitudes. The more 
rigidly one believes that the events that affect our lives are all the 
product of some gigantic conspiracy the more one is inclined to” 
believe that that conspiracy has everything so thoroughly ‘sown up’ 
that fighting it is hopeless. ‘‘What can you do?’’ the conspiracy 
buff says. ‘‘They control everything!’’ He may still go through the 
motions of opposing those conspirators, perhaps ‘exposing’ them 
in little pamphlets that go out to his friends. But he has lost all real 
belief that this conspiracy can be beaten. And of course, the 
stronger and more strangulatory the conspiracy can be made to 
appear, the greater excuse there is for our being powerless against 
it. In a lot of this conspiracy talk, what comes through is the loser 
mentality. ‘“We are weak because ‘they’ are too strong. We can’t 
do this and we can’t do that because ‘they’ have a grip on every- 
thing!’’ Thus does the political failure rationalise his ineffectuality. 

All this aside, to talk of ‘conspiracy’ to a would-be new recruit 
to our cause is to ask him to think of something that at that stage 
of his induction is probably far beyond his understanding. What 
you credit the conspirators as being able to get away with, he most 
likely will not believe anyone could ever get away with. Con- 
spiracy most certainly does exist in politics, and what it has 
sometimes achieved is a classic case of truth being stranger than 
fiction. The problem is that this very strangeness is likely, in the 
early stages of initiation to our politics, to seem much more like 
fiction than truth! 


STRUGGLE FOR POWER 


Perhaps it is time we started to look on this conspiracy question 
in an entirely different way. Perhaps what we are apt to call 
‘conspiracy’ is no more than a symptom of people’s eternal struggle 
for power. 

The reality of the world we live in — a reality painful to 
‘liberals’ but nonetheless unchangeable — is that groups of people, 
usually but not always defined in terms of nation-states, are 
constantly at war with each other. The military episodes in this 
ongoing war may be many years apart, and of short duration when 
they occur, but when they are not taking place the war reverts to 
one of peaceful competition in which the weapons may be those of 
economics or propaganda but the aim and overall direction are 
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always political. Did not Clausewitz describe war as “‘politics by 
other means’”? 

The historian Correlli Barnett encapsulated this truth neatly when 
in his book The Collapse of British Power he contrasted continental 
nations’ acceptance of this reality with Britain’s neglect of it from 
the defeat of Napoleon onwards, saying:- 

‘«... Other great powers did not see the world as one great human 
society, but — as the British had done up to the 19th century — as an 
arena where, subject to the mutual convenience of diplomatic custom, 
nation-states — the highest effective form of human society — 
competed for advantage. They did not believe in a natural harmony 
among mankind but in national interests that might sometimes coincide 
with the interests of others, sometimes conflict. It followed that they 
considered that relations between states were governed not by law, nor 
even by moral principle, but by power and ambition restrained only by 
prudent calculation and a sense of moderation. War therefore, in their 
view, was not a lamentable breakdown of a natural harmony called 
peace, but an episode of violence in a perpetual struggle...’’ 


The only thing that perhaps needs adding to this is that the 
‘perpetual struggle’ of which Mr. Barnett speaks occurs not only 
between nation-states in the form that he refers to them but also 
between interest groups which may operate within, and across, the 
boundaries of nation-states. These interest groups may be 
economic, religious, political, ethnic — or a combination of any of 
the four. They may indeed constitute nations without a state that 
can be defined in the form of a specific territory. They may be 
nations in possession of one territory but nevertheless also living 
and operating within the territories of others. Other things being 
equal, ethnic nations are always much more potent forces, man for 
man, than nations which define themselves, as for instance the 
United States of America does, merely in terms of certain geo- 
graphical borde-s, political institutions, documents of citizenship 
and laws. 

Given that nations, in this broader meaning that has been given 
to them, are engaged in what Mr. Barnett has called ‘‘a perpetual 
struggle’? — that is to say they are for ever, in one form or 
another, ‘at war’ — it follows that in the non-military phases of 
that war their weapons are going to include those of deception just 
as those same weapons are going to be used on the field of battle. 
We do not register pained surprise, least of all outrage, if a 
commander in a military conflict makes a tactical feint so as to 
make his enemy think he is about to attack on his right flank 
whereas his real plan is to do so on his left. Deception is an 
enormous part of any effective campaign of war. It includes the 
feeding of false intelligence to the enemy and making the enemy 
believe one’s own forces are much stronger than they are (for 
instance, Admiral Duncan’s action in frightening the Dutch in the 
Texel by sending bogus signals to his non-existent fleet). At the 
very least, the practice includes keeping from the enemy one’s own 
vital secrets. Besides deception, the weapons of war incorporate 
propaganda assaults on the enemy’s morale (these days usually 
described as psychological warfare) and demoralisation by intim- 
idation (the Allied bombing of civilian targets in World War II). 

We accept these things in a shooting war as the norm, so why 
should we not expect that they will occur in a political war — and 
with ever-increasing sophistication as the technology which extends 
the range of their possibilities is developing all the time? 

So are we not, when we talk of ‘conspiracy’, merely referring to 
the conduct of political war using the same methods of deception, 
disinformation and psychological warfare as are commonplace in 
military conflicts? 

And when some people talk of a ‘conspiracy’ operated by a 
particular ethnic group, are they not merely acknowledging that that 
group is waging political war using the same weapons as are avail- 
able to be used by — and are used by — other groups or nations, 
but is merely doing so much more skilfully, resourcefully and 
ruthlessly, largely by virtue of much better planning and organ- 
isation.

The plan to kill Caesar was a conspiracy, but is hardly ever 
spoken spoken of as such by conspiracy specialists. The conspir- 
ators were Caesar’s fellow Romans, not the ethnic group usually 
thought of in connection with conspiratorial activities. The 
Gunpowder Plot to blow up Parliament was a conspiracy, in this 
case with the conspirators being Englishmen; but it does not figure 
in conspiracy anthology.

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The Gunpowder Plot. This was a conspiracy by Englishmen 
which had nothing to do with causes normally associated with 
conspiracy theories. 


Likewise, nations that are formidable in the wider sense — 
embracing all those attributes needed for success in the global 
struggle for power — need to be psychologically prepared for the 
victorious conduct of all the activities involved in that struggle. 
Most important in this preparation is possession of a passionate and 
uncompromising nationalism. Indeed it is the starting point from 
which every other attribute develops. 

If and when we British can develop this attitude, we will not 
need any longer to talk of ‘conspiracies’ against us; we will simply 
accept calmly that other nations are competing with us in a global 
struggle and that that which weakens us in this struggle ipso facto 
strengthens them. From this it follows that we will be on our guard 
against any tendency promoted within our own national body that 
has a potentially weakening effect, and will strike at it firmly the 
moment it manifests itself — whether those who can be detected 
promoting it belong to this nation-state, that ethnic group or 
whatever. 

If a particular nation or race is, by methods of subterfuge and 
secrecy — if you like, ‘conspiracy’ — carrying out activities that 
are gravely weakening Britain, that is our fault, not theirs. If they 
are succeeding in their quest, we should not be discussing their 
diabolism so much as our own stupidity and feebleness. If we were 
organised, educated, informed and led as we should be, if we 
thought about our nation the way we ought to think about it, if we 
were properly armed as a nation — politically, morally, psycho- 
logically, spiritually and culturally, their subterfuge/secrecy/ 
conspiracy against us would not even get off the ground. It would 
therefore be a non-issue. 

Frederick the Great was claimed once to have defined a ‘liberal’ 
as a person who did not believe in conspiracies. This gets precisely 
to the point. The true liberal never thinks about power, and he 
cannot conceive a world in which struggles for power between 
national and other groups are the norm. Therefore a society 
governed according to liberal values is the very worst equipped to 
deal with internal subversion of kind that operates by methods of 
conspiracy. The most important armament against conspiracy is that 
we rid ourselves of liberal illusions. If this is achieved, there will 
not be a conspiracy to talk about.

TOTAL POWER A MYTH 

And it is this that brings me to the final and vitally important 

point of this analysis. The forces that threaten our nation from 
‘within and without, whether you like to call them a ‘conspiracy’ or 
give them other names, are not omnipotent. They do not control 
everything. They are not even all that clever. On the contrary, they 
are in many ways very incompetent — I have seen evidence of this 
on many occasions in my political life: situations in which our 
enemies, if they were as powerful and as able as some of us credit 
them with being, could have dealt us much more damaging blows 
than they have. So as not to help them, I will not specify these 
instances. But, I can assure you, they have been frequent. 

These forces that threaten us have been immensely successful in 
the past, not because of their strength, but because of our 
weakness. It is the way that Britain thinks, believes, lives and does 
things that has enabled this ‘conspiracy’ (or ‘conspiracies’) to 
succeed. Correct these national weaknesses, and we can hurl these 
enemies back. Believe me, they are not nearly so formidable as our 
‘conspiracy’ doctrines make them! 

And they are becoming less formidable by the day and by the 
hour. 

This is happening because, as has been said in previous articles 
in these columns, the world they have constructed is falling apart. 
Built on no solid base of popular belief, dependent for its existence 
on an ever-bigger structure of demonstrable lies, and in conflict 
with the entire natural order, it was bound eventually to do so. 

One particular example of our enemies’ lack of the total control 
with which they are often attributed is the way in which they are 
no longer able to regulate the content of the press. Newspaper 
articles which in one way or another oppose their one-world 
schemes are now coming in a flood. Their one-time hack journal- 
ists who a few years ago were willing to toe their line with total 
subservience are today no longer so subservient. And there are 
signs that the same thing is beginning to happen in the world of 
book-publishing: titles are now appearing regularly, and getting 
reviews, which they most certainly would like to ban if they could. 


There has not been a time since the end of World War II when the 
empire of the globalists — referred to by some as the ‘conspir- 
ators’ — was so shaky. 

Does all this mean that there is no such thing as a conspiracy? 
Indeed has the word ‘conspiracy’ become redundant? The answer 
must be no to both questions. 

There is a great deal of conspiracy in the world, and it is still 
dangerous. But it is neither all-powerful nor monolithic. Different 
groups conspire in pursuit of different things; sometimes, where 
their aims point in the same direction, they coalesce; sometimes, 
when those aims diverge, they work against each other. 

The main point about conspiracy, however, is that like every 
complex organism it appears in a different light when examined 
from different angles. Looked at from one angle, it is seen as some 
gigantic and diabolical scheme to subvert nations, carried out from 
a single directing source, being completely consistent in its purpose 
and with the power to make happen everything of importance that 
has been happening in the last century or so — the ‘Learned 
Elders’ safely in control. 

Looked at from another angle, the whole thing appears in 
different perspective. It comes across to us simply as a struggle for 
power — as political warfare waged by use, among other things, 
of the weapons of deception; something that has not changed over 
many thousands of years. The players of the game have changed as 
powers have risen and fallen; but the game itself has always been 
with us. 

In so far as conspiracy undoubtedly exists, it is permissible to 
talk of conspiracy — and I for one will continue to do so on 
occasions when that word is called for. The danger occurs when 
the word is over-used and when the theme of conspiracy becomes 
an obsession — as when ‘they’ are thought to be watching us every 
moment of the time and when every act of opposition to us is 
assumed to have ‘their’ hand behind it. 

So let us not argue with Mr. Curteis when he says that the evils 
that he sees on television do not amount to a ‘conspiracy’. They 
most certainly do amount to warfare — warfare that, if it is not 
countered with the greatest vigour, will assuredly destroy us. 


REPATRIATION: ANOTHER VIEW 


Conclusion of a two-part essay by TONY LECOMBER 


REPATRIATION: THE MECHANICS 
THE NEW Ministry for Repatriation would 
from the beginning, be involved with, firstly 
the identification and then the categorising 
of ethnic minorities to identify those for 
priority repatriation. Every family and 
every individual would be graded as to 
their priority for repatriation, with the 
aim of keeping families together. Clearly, 
those on a high priority rating for 
repatriation would have the earliest 
departure dates. 

Individual Notice To Quit (NTQ) papers 
would go out to all individuals and would 
take the form of a credit card with personal 
details held on the back by magnetic strip or 
chip and which would be required to be in 
personal possessionatall times for production 
upon request by the police and for claiming or 
receiving any benefits. Non-production would 
lead to arrest and a deduction made from that 
person’s financial package at the discretion 
of the local magistrates. 

The priority rating would be worked out 
for a whole family, although NTQ papers 
‘would be issued individually. Those families 
where the majority are on benefit and/or 
family members have criminal convictions 
would be at the very top of the list for the 


earliest repatriation dates. 

There could, however, be no question of 
cutting benefits to ethnic minorities on income 
support prior to their repatriation. The reason 
for this is twofold. Firstly, the people in such 
a situation would be unable to leave without 
assistance — the financial package. Secondly, 
what would they do to survive? It is no good 
taking a callous view of things. It is neither 
sound politics, nor is it realistic if we hope to 
accomplish our repatriation policy without a 
public relations disaster — both at home and 
abroad. 

What we can say though, is that ethnic 
minorities receiving benefit would be at the 
very top of the list to be repatriated along 
with immigrant criminals — within the first 
year. These would be the people whose 
repatriation papers would be processed first, 
and fairly quickly and efficiently since all the 
information would be readily available on 
computer files — either at the Department of 
Social Security (DSS) or at New Scotland 
Yard. 

As to the question of racially mixed couples, 
the party has made its position very clear. We 
neither want the racially alien parent, the 
mixed-race offspring nor the white renegade 
responsible for such offspring. They can all 


go. Legislation will be passed to compel the 
deportation of the white side of such sickening 
alliances. Only in the case of rape victims 
will such measures not apply, but any 
offspring must go. These too would receive 
a priority departure date. 

Another high-priority category for 
repatriation would be all those resident in the 
UK whose immigration/ ‘refugee’ status was 
under consideration by the previous Home 
Secretary. All these immigrants could be 
quickly repatriated (within two months) and 
in consequence of their short-lived residential 
status receive a minimal £500 per head 
resettlement grant. While those held in 
detention centres could be repatriated even 
more quickly — within the first two weeks. 


PREPARATIONS AT PORTS 


Every port and airport would have special 
areas designed for the relinquishing and 
exchange of passports and NTQ cards, with 
a notice of repatriation containing full personal 
details confirming such relinquishment and 
confirming also the person’s receipt of his or 
her resettlement package, the issue of acheque 
cashable abroad and if at all possible, in 
cooperation with the destination country, the

issue of a new passport of the destination 
country. In the event of individual immigrant 
non-cooperation, senior immigration officials 
on the spot would simply sign the papers for 
the people concerned and present them with 
their cheques, papers and new passports. 
Since the speed of air travel would dictate 
that most immigrants return by air, the flight 
companies would need to ensure that they 
have sufficient extra aircraft and aircrews for 
the purpose. The number of flights to Africa, 
the Caribbean and the Indian sub continent 
would obviously leap dramatically and create 
a mini-boom for aircraft-leasing companies 
as new aircraft are unlikely to be built to 
cover such a temporary surge in business. 
Because of the likelihood that the people 
affected would experience problems selling 
up their possessions — particularly houses 
and even cars — it is almost certain that the 
new Ministry for Repatriation would be forced 
to become involved with, or even set up its 
own, auction houses. The reason being that 
ethnic minorities could hardly be expected to 
leave with little prospect of selling their 
property for years afterwards, and have to 
use what would then be remote British agents 
to do so; while, if they had to wait around to 
sell their property before leaving, this could 
well take forever. Quick sales through auction 
houses therefore would need to be effected 
and the proceeds in cash or cheque given over 
to the owner to facilitate repatriation. This 
involvement with auction houses is not only 
logical but probably even inevitable. 
Consider. Today, the current housing market 
is static. Should between 400,000-875,000 
properties (based upon an ethnic minority 
total of between five and seven million, four 
people per family and one-third to half of all 
these owning their own properties) come on 
to the market more or less at once, prices 
would go into free fall and provide a giveaway 
for first-time home buyers. But it would also 
give rise to large-scale negative equity, both 
amongst immigrants themselves and amongst 


our own people, causing widespread misery 
and chaos. Government would, therefore, at 
these auctions have to bea buyer of last resort 
and would have to undertake not to let property 
prices fall too far. These properties could 
then be sold off gradually or even given over 
to lettings and rented long-term. The latter is, 
I suggest, the most likely option, since (a) It 
would take the properties out of the housing 
market and arrest, at least to some extent, 
falling property prices, and (b) It would 
provide a massive shot in the arm for local 
authorities, which could then resolve their 
homeless situation overnight (particularly 
after council accommodation previously let 
to immigrants is anyway made vacant in the 
wake of the repatriation programme). All of 
this is an aspect of repatriation policy which 
has been mostly overlooked, primarily 
because the motivation for us is ideological, 
not economic or financial. Nevertheless, these 
questions must be addressed since, if we are 
to move closer to being a political party that 
takes itself, and is taken by others, seriously; 
then we must have answers. We must have 
thought everything through. 


ECONOMIC IMPLICATIONS 

I would not claim this essay as a definite 
blueprint. Merely as the basis for further 
thought and discussion. After all, what are 
the implications for government tax revenues, 
for stability of employment and continuity of 
production, for consumption and business 
activity as a whole? These points could justify 
entire essays in themselves. 

Certainly, there are plus points easily 
argued. Environmental and quality-of-life 
indicators would improve. Less people means 
less overcrowding, less pollution, less traffic 
congestion and less pressure on public 
transport. Additionally, we are all aware of 
the beneficial effect that would be gained 
from greatly reduced crime figures, drug 
importation/trafficking and social tension, as 
well as the end of homelessness and 
unemployment. All well and good. The point 
I make, is that we have to have all the answers 
on this, our most controversial policy, 
otherwise we shall not be credible as a party 
and will not be taken seriously.

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There will of course, for the racially 
conscious, be one very interesting question 
and that is “what about those of mixed blood 
who might otherwise pass for white — and 
who are living singly?” (ie. they are not 
living in a family setting where they might 
otherwise be identified). There have been 
several cases reported in papers, although 
admittedly rare, concerning babies born to 
mixed parents where the baby has the 
appearance of being totally white, even 
classically Nordic-looking. The answer here 
is the stick and carrot approach again. Firstly, 
the same financial package should be offered 
to the unfortunates previously mentioned, 
second it should be made clear that there is no 
hope of escape since there would be 
departmental cross-referencing of all records 
of births, marriages and deaths and that in the 
final analysis, a reward could be put up to the 
general public simply to smoke out those who 
thought they’d got away with it. 

Completion of stage one should be possible 
within 12-18 months, by which time all 
ethnic minority unemployables and criminals 
would have been repatriated along with their 
families — possibly involving 750,000- 
1,500,000 plus those repatriated voluntarily, 
possibly involving another 50,000-100,000. 
Total so far: 800,000-1,600,000. 


STAGE TWO 

The first thing to mention here is that stage 
one and stage two are not distinct. Rather, 
they are seamless and merge one into the 
other. The only difference between them is 
that the programme was initiated in stage one 
and that the people repatriated in stage one 
were those who were the biggest economic 
drainand the most socially disruptive element 
within the ethnic minority community. Stage 
two therefore is simply moving on to cover 
those in work and making some contribution 
to the economy and whose NTQ date was 
later than the priority repatriation cases. As 
such, stage two is simply no more than a 
mark of progress. 

This is the stage at which any economic/ 
public service dislocation could occur if 
planning by management has not been 
thorough. Since, as productive ethnic minority 
members are withdrawn from the workforce 
through repatriation, economic dislocation 
could obviously occur if forward planning 
has been weak. To avoid this possibility, 
managements will have had to prepare 
replacement personnel and their training or 
rationalisation or increased automation to 
cover the gap. Whereas a close watch would 
have to be kept upon ethnic minority/red 
inspired social unrest in stage one, in stage 
two it would be the economy and the public 
services that would most need to be monitored. 
Additionally, because of the timescale of the 
operation, it is quite likely that a number of 
ethnic minority people would, before their 
NTQ date of departure, lose their jobs/resign 


‘and make a nonsense of their original non- 


priority classification. There should therefore 
be the facility for the new Ministry to issue 
fresh dates of departures and thus bring a date 
forward to relieve the taxpayer of this extra 
burden at an earlier date than first envisaged. 
Stage two, the repatriation of the

STATING THE OBVIOUS 


ROBERT HORNBY describes how political dissidents 


are persecuted by the liberal’ establishment 


MOST of us are familiar with the Hans 
Christian Andersen tale of the Emperor’s 
new clothes. 

The story illustrates how difficult it can be 
for an individual to declare an obvious truth 
when the rest of society finds it more 
comfortable to live with a falsehood. In this 
case, the Emperor’s subjects were well aware 
of their ruler’s nakedness, but were too afraid 
of the political consequences to admit to the 
fact. 


POLITICAL ORTHODOXY 

This age-old dilemma was neatly summed 
up by George Bernard Shaw’s remark that 
every period of history has its own political 
orthodoxy which we may ignore at our peril. 

One man who came face to face with the 
‘truth problem’ was Galileo Galilei, who in 
1632 published a book with the rather shocking 
proposition that the Earth orbited the Sun. 
This theory, based on observations through 
the newly-invented telescope, was in direct 
contradiction to the ‘politically correct’ view 
that the Sun and the other planets revolved 
around the Earth. 

The Catholic church at the time held the 
view that as God had taken a special interest 
in the fate of Mankind He must surely have 
placed the Earth at the centre of the Cosmos. 

The political problem for the church was 
that if Galileo’s theory gained credence it 
would knocka very largehole in thecredibility 
of the Catholic doctrine. If such a central 
tenet of its faith was proved false, then doubt 
would be cast upon the whole Christian 
religion and therefore on the political 
legitimacy of the Pope and his bishops. 

The political Establishment of the day 
reacted in typical fashion: Galileo was 
summoned before the Inquisition and thrown 
into jail. He was released on condition that he 
ceased to publicise his ideas on planetary 
motion, and warned that further dissidence 
would incur torture and even death. 

Perhaps understandably, Galileo chose to 
remain silent from then on, but within a 
couple of decades the evidence of other 
scientists became so overwhelming that the 
church was forced to concede the truth. 

The Establishment reacted in a similar 
fashion two hundred years later, when Charles 
Darwin published his Origin of the Species. 
Once again, a central tenet of Christianity in 
this case Creation was demolished. Although 
Darwin was not threatened with torture, he 
came under considerable political, social and 
financial pressure to retract. 

In our own century, the new ‘religion’ iis 
liberalism. This is the orthodoxy which 
underpins the corrupt political systems of the 
West, and until recently was also the mainstay 
of the former communist régimes in the East. 

In the former Soviet Union, Alexander 
Solzhenitsyn stands out asarguably the bravest

opponent of communist tyranny. For speaking 
out against the régime, he was fired from his 
job, socially ostracised, physically assaulted, 
and finally thrown into aconcentration camp. 
Ironically, Solzhenitsyn says he found the 
Soviet state less threatening from the inside 
than the Western countries did from the 
outside. To the outside world, the USSR 
appeared gigantically powerful, with a huge 
military arsenal and a formidable apparatus 
of internal repression which included the 
ruthless KGB and the controlled media. 


IMPENDING COLLAPSE 

Yet on the inside, the dissidents could see 
that the communist system was already 
crumbling because, like our own system, it 
was built on lies. Eventually the lies became 
so preposterous that, just as in Hans 
Andersen’s fairy tale, the populace declared 
that the Emperor had no clothes. Almost 
overnight, the entire communist world 
collapsed like a house of cards. 

The parallels with our own system are 
obvious. Just like the communist countries, 
the Western nations are ina state of impending 
collapse. Our economies have gone into 
multiple-dip recession; immigration is 
destroying the social cohesion of our 
communities; violent crime and anarchy are 
the result of the moral vacuum created by 
failed political systems. 

The impending collapse of the old order is 
being manifested in a number of ways which 
recall the previous collapse of the inter-war 
years. In the USA, just as in the Weimar 
Germany of the 1920s, powerful militias and 
private armies are springing up to confront a 
corrupt government. In Western Europe, 
nationalist political movements are gaining 
widespread support, and in the case of France 
and Austria are now serious contenders for 
power. In Russia, the situation is even more 
like that of Germany in the 1920s, as the 
economy has completely collapsed, boosting 
the strength of Vladimir Zhirinovsky. 
Even in Britain, the political climate is 


finally swinging towards nationalism. 

We too are still plagued by what British 
National Party leader John Tyndall calls ‘the 
cancer of liberalism’ but it is a cancer that 
finally shows signs of weakening. 

In his book, The Eleventh Hour, John 
Tyndall demolishes the liberal dogmas so 
comprehensively, and so easily, that it makes 
one wonder how anyone could have been 
hoodwinked by the Left in the first place. 


DISSIDENTS 

The answer of course lies in the power of 
state repression that the Left is able to use. 
Just asin the Soviet Union, potential dissidents 
in Britain are threatened first with social 
ostracism and loss of their jobs; then with 
physical violence and/or imprisonment. 

Just like Galileo or Solzhenitsyn before 
him, John Tyndall was thrown into jail for 
publishing ideas considered ‘dangerous’ by 
the liberal state. 

Tyndall and British Nationalist editor 
John Morse were imprisoned, not forcarrying 
out violent acts, or even threatening violence, 
but simply for publishing their opinions on 
the inequality of races. 

It is almost incredible that at the end of the 
twentieth century, after two and a half 
thousand years of Western history which has 
seen the rise of Greek and Roman civilisations, 
the cathedrals of the Middle Ages, the art and 
science of the Renaissance, the Industrial 
Revolutionand the conquest of space, British 
citizens are being jailed for suggesting the 
achievements of white people are greater 
than those of others. 

At the time when westerners were walking 
on the moon, there were primitive tribes 
elsewhere in the world who had not even 
discovered the wheel; yet this truthis regarded 
as so ‘dangerous’ by the Establishment that 
the drawing of any conclusions from it can 
result in imprisonment. 

In such a corrupt political system, ‘stating

WELFARE-STATE CRY-BABIES 


Observations of the opposition, by 
a newly gained convert. 


YES! You’ve guessed correctly. The subject of 
this articleis Britain’s contemporary Anarchist/ 
left-wing groups and the kind of people that fill 
their ranks. 

What is the nature of the beast? The beast 
being Britain’s ‘comrades’ in the proletarian 
revolutionary movement. I write aboutthese groups 
and their followers as someone who was formerly 
active in various well-known ultra left-wing groups. 
I am now a dedicated nationalist active in the 
British National Party. Funny thing is, aside from 
race, my politics have hardly changed at all. 

How did this come to be? Before I got caught 
up in the sub-culture of ultra left-wing politics, I 
was a lonely, confused young man eager to find 
the answers. I found life in the hard, unforgiving 
streets of East London where I grew up to be a 
soul-destroying experience. Unemployment, 
poverty, slum housing, violence and despair were 
all around. Then I discovered the ultra-left by 
purchasing a publication from a notorious left- 
wing group. Its message of bitterness against the 
establishment and wanting a just society struck a 
chord in me and I soon became active. 

The thrill of my new ‘friends’ in the movement 
and the excitement of street activities soon had me 
addicted. Always new adventures — paper sales, 
stickers, marches and demos. It felt great to be 
part of a big march, and I saw at first hand lefties 
terrorize the innocent public at marches and 
demonstrations, swearing, screaming and shouting 
at them, throwing bricks and bottles and smashing 
windows. Butas the months passed, the novelty of 
activities wore off as they became routine, and | 
began to look deeper into what I was doing and 
who I was doing it with. 

Many young men, particularly the 
unemployed, are attracted to these types of 
organization. They don’t care much or at all fora 
groups’ political objectives; they simply wish to 
associate with other losers and terrorize society, 
I didn’t. And I realised that the left is totally 
negative — against everything but for nothing — 
simply spouting endless fine-sounding clichés 
along with unintelligible, meaningless dialectic. 
Left-wing politics are all about excuses. No-one is 
to blame for anything. We are all exonerated from 
any responsibility for our actions because we shift 
the ‘blame’ to various scapegoats. Favourite left- 
wing scapegoats are racism, sexism, the 


Comrades, quick. Someore wants to buy a paper! 
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government, the economy, the environment, 
society, parents, teachers and justabout everything 
else. Thus the liberal left-wing establishment 
sends thugs who ‘joy-ride’ cars and mug the 
elderly on safari holidays instead of publicly 
birching them — which is the most obvious and 
probably most effective solution. After all, crime 
is almost non-existent in Thailand, which strictly 
enforces both capital and corporal punishment. 

Most followers of the proletarian revolutionary 
movement are single, white, middle-class males, 
under-achieving students, public sector employees, 
drop outs and alternative life-stylers (far out man!) 
— the spoilt, pampered offspring of the cosseted 
middle classes. Thus they have little or no influence 
in working class areas, despite the left’s claim that 
itis the champion of the proles. In fact, most lefties 
are universally despised by the working class, 
treated with either utter contempt or complete 
indifference. 

I rapidly became aware of this while I was in 
the ultra left, and I grew ever more disillusioned 
with the cause. On odd occasions, I voiced my 
concerns in various left-wing circles only to be 
met with hysterical and irrational hostility. They 
were terrified of what I told them — that to the 
workers the far left is irrelevant. Left-wingers 
dread this truth more than anything else. 

Most lefties dismiss the growing support for 
nationalism, especially in working class 
communities, as simply being due to the proles’ 
ignorance or lack of education. Such is the contempt 
that lefties have for those they claim to champion! 
I can remember Joe Reilly, the low-key general of 
Anti Fascist Action (pro status-quo action is more 
like it) glve a speech at a South London public 
meeting in Woolwich on the theme that the BNP 
were gaining ground because the heroic left-wing 
rebels had failed to subvert the horrid capitalist 
state. It didn’t occur to him that the BNP has been 
gaining ground because the left has proven to be 
a complete disaster in theory and practice, whereas 
nationalism holds out the prospect of societal 
peace, prosperity and a return to sane values and 
certainties. 

My conversion from the left to the nationalist 
movement involved little ideological change 
beyond that of race. The left is made up of losers, 
with a lost, discredited cause despised by every- 
one including the working class. Nationalism is a 
cause growing in 
popularity, promoted 
by a_ better type of 
person and_ with 
widespread acceptance 
beyond the BNP’s voter 
base, in other words, 
there is room to grow. 
I was never that taken 
with all that the left had 
to say, and the only 
thing that I have taken 
on board is race. Oddly 
enough, quite a few 
lefties don’t care too 
much for = multi- 
racialism, although of 


course they all have to pay lip service to it. I still 
want to improve the living conditions of our 
people, especially the most vulnerable in our 
society — the sick, the old, the disabled, the 
unemployed and our youth — all of whose lives 
are made a misery because of the terrible mess in 
which liberalism has left our country. I know that 
I’m not the first far-left convert to the BNP, and 
I’ll not be the last either. 

And as for the ‘comrades’ of the ultra-left? As 
a force for change they are finished, and they 
know it. Their only role now is to defend the 
status-quo by opposing nationalism and its main 
vehicle, the BNP. So-called ‘Anti Fascism’ is their 
only real purpose for existing anymore. 
LINKS TO ESTABLISHMENT 

So close is the relationship between the liberal- 
establishment and the far left that virtually all 
trades unions and Labour party members of 
Parliament are token sponsors and spokespersons 
(little bit of PC there!) for ANAL (Anti Nazi 
League), AFA (Anti Fascist Action) or ANAL’s 
bitchy rival, ARA (Anti Racist Alliance). Most 
well known MPs in this role are Tony Benn and 
Diane Abbot and their like. There are many front 
groups. The SWP (Socialist Workers Party) has 
ANAL, Militant Labour has YRE (Youth against 
Racism in Europe) and then there is ARA. The 
common factor? They’re all in it for the money. 
Socialism and the far-left cause is dead; long live 
anti-racism! It’s all they have left that they percieve 
to be popular and which, incidentally, can make 
them money! That, fellow nationalists, is what 
‘anti-racism’ is all about. It’s why all of the far left 
groups seem to have their very own ‘anti-racist’ 
front, why the left groups are bickering and even 
fighting each other and why they won’t unite. 
They all want the money. In particular, it’s why 
they all hate ANAL — because the SWP have 
cornered the market in ‘anti-racism’. 

Many Guardian-reading middle-class liberals 
see running a left-wing group as a good career 
move. Afterall, the jobs pay well. Julie Waterson, 
PR person for ANAL, turned down a much higher 
salary to take ANAL’s miserable £20,000+ p.a. 
pittance (though no doubt this will stand her in 
good stead in the future). ‘‘Steering committee”’ 
members of ANAL geta modest £20,000 per year 
while ARA’s commissars get even more loot. 
Then there is the suspected undeclared income 
derived from the massive ANAL merchandising 
operations. SWP commissars Paul Holborrow, 
Tony Cliffand Pat Stack do very nicely from their 
party (probably some £30,000 per year, judging 
by how much they pay their secretaries), while 
Paul ‘the greedy one’ Foot picks up his income 
variously from freelance news/article-writing, 
ANAL and the SWP and uses both of these to 
advertise his literary outpourings, boosting his 
income still further. Yes, life’s really tough when 
you’ re a socialist champion of the working classes! 

Success in running a far-left group opens up 
endless lucrative positions to the aspiring lefty. 
Many end up in the Labour or Liberal Democrat 
parties, where no doubt their commitment to the 
cause will win them high office or, at the very 
least, safe parliamentary seats. But it doesn’t end 
there. There are well-paid, cushy jobs in the BBC 
and in local authorities as Lesbian-outreach liaison 
co-ordinators at £33,000 p.a. all for the taking. 

Raising funds is important in all organisations 
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but few groups are as obsessed with the procuring 
of finances as Militant Labour. Having purchased 
a copy of Militant at a march against the closure 
of an AIDS clinic in Hemel Hempstead, I flicked 
through the pages. I was shocked to find that I had 
not yet even heard of most of the funds Militant 
Labour were currently operating, and ashamed 
when I realized I hadn’t contributed to any. When 
I gothome, I decided to choose from the seventeen 
different fund-raising projects advertised and 
contribute to the three causes I felt were most 
important. 

My final choices were to give £10 each to the 
‘Bosnian Conflict Anti-ImperialistSolidarity Fund’ 
(cheques payable to the personal account of one of 
Militant’s national officers); I also gave to the 
‘Administration and Clerical Support Fund’ 
(cheques payable to the personal account of a 
different national officer of Militant) And my final 
choice was to give to the ‘Poverty in Florida 
Research Fund,’ which deeply moved me. 

One of Militant Labour’s executives intended 
to visit Florida for two weeks with the money 
raised and research poverty in Florida and Miami. 
Who can fail to be moved by such kindness? 


LEFT-WING ACTIVITIES 


Perhaps the single mostimportant factor in the 
track record of the left is the good organization 
with which its activities are planned and executed. 
A classic example of a well planned campaign in 
Southall by ANAL takes some beating. A rally 
was to be held in a prominent town centre. 
Afterwards the group planned to disperse in small 
groups to leaflet the area. Simple but effective! A 
short but well-attended rally went off without 
mishap in Southall and ANAL then proceeded to 
leaflet hundreds of local homes with don’t join the 
BNP leaflets. It didn’t seem to occur to them that 
Southall is perhaps the area of London most 
heavily settled by Asians and that almost all the 
homes leafleted were Asian. Still, better safe than 
sorry! 

Rivalry between RA (Red Action) and the 
‘well-hard’ Anarchist boozing-club, DAM (the 
Direct Action Movement) was very intense about 
two years ago before DAM collapsed as a national 
organization. Both are extreme macho groups 
who try and presenta heavy street-fighting image. 
At the time, both were involved in AFA. Although 
RA dominated AFA and was desperate to retain 
control, DAM was equally determined to seize 
control of AFA from RA for itself and form a new 
leadership. Thus the scene was set for a vicious 
sectarian clash between the partners of AFA — 
RA and DAM. AFA had mobilised in North 
London to oppose a heavily publicised BNP 
activity. The BNP, however, had eluded AFA by 
a switch of area and the ‘comrades’ retired to a 
nearby pub to drown their sorrows. 

Itjust so happened that AFA’s turn-out on the 
day was mostly from RA and DAM. As drinking 
got underway, both groups began to argue over 
which faction was responsible for their fiasco-like 
attempt to oppose the BNP activity. Tempers 
flared, voices were raised and soon a full-scale 
punch up between RA and DAM broke out as the 
rivals turned on each other. A trashed pub, 37 
arrests and 15 AFA ‘comrades’ requiring hospital 
treatment was the result of this impressive display 
of unity by the British left. 

I remember Dave from North London Red 
Action explaining to me in a Kings Cross pub why 
he utterly hated the BNP and British Nationalism 
and yet fanatically supported the IRA and Irish 
Nationalism. ‘‘I hate the British,’’ sneered Dave. 
‘Me parents come from Dublin.’’ The nearest 
Dave had ever been to Ireland was drinking 
Guinness in MacGuire’s pub in Kilburn! This, 
though, is a ‘racism’ that is tolerated in left-wing 
groups, as is the black and Asian kind. 

Paranoia about internal security causes no 
little amount of headache in left-wing circles. A 
public meeting in Kensington and Chelsea held by 
the Revolutionary Communist Party (RCP) 
addressed this problem boldly. Of the twenty

people present, over half were on the door ready 
to prevent Special Branch, Press and ‘Nazi hit 
squads’, or whatever, gatecrashing the event. 

They need not have bothered. The meeting 
was so boring that I began to wonder quietly if the 
heavies on the door were there to make sure no one 
got out rather than that no one got in! 

Any potential enemies of the RCP invading or 
infiltrating the meeting would have been bored to 
death by the monotonous rant of the bearded one 
who lectured the meeting. 

When the meeting ended, I had to resist an 
extremely tempting bargain. A ‘mature student’ 
and RCP activist running the merchandise stall 
had recorded the entire meeting on tape and 
offered to sell me a copy for a tenner! 


ATTACKING THEIR OWN SIDE 


Although perhaps the incident thatbest conjures 
up the character of the left was a clash between the 
SWP and the ‘BNP’ in Camden during the months 
before the 1992 General Election. 

I along with perhaps 25-30 other ‘comrades’, 
mostly SWP/ANAL and a few Anarchists along 
for the fun, had been scouting for a BNP group 
who were putting up stickers on a well-known 
council estate in North Camden after a local Asian 
ANAL supporter had tipped us off. 

We spotted three young men with short haircuts 
wandering through the concrete sprawl of the 
estate and followed them for perhaps halfan hour. 
Finally we decided to beat them up, and armed 
with baseball bats we charged them. Terrified, 
they ran at our approach and soon lost us (OK, I 
admit I was wrong. But when you’re on the other 
side these things happen). 

In the process, one of them dropped a plastic 
carrier bag. It was full of neatly folded AFA 
leaflets urging locals not to join the ‘neo-Nazi’ 
BNP. Well, anyone can make a mistake, even 
lefties. After all, they did have short haircuts! 
Incidently, these AFA types are the ones who, 
despite all their big talk, go out stickering in 
groups of ten upwards and if only six show for this 
activity, they cancel it on grounds of security. 
Real working class heroes! 

I recall a particularly amusing incident when 
I was leafleting council estates in Bethnal Green 


and Stepney (East London) with a group of ANAL 
(Anti Nazi League) members. Richard, an ANAL 
steward warned us to be careful as we were in 
‘enemy territory’ and a lot of people were ‘Nazi 
sympathisers’. ‘‘Just look atthe graffiti,’’ said our 
heroic commissar. Funnily enough, just an hour 
into the leafleting session we had to run for our 
lives when the locals went full tilt for us. 

Of course, not all left-wingers are attacked in 
working class areas. Some are verbally abused as 
well! When I was outin Southwark, South London 
leafleting a block of high rise flats with some SWP 
members, a group of irate local men began to 
swear at us. We were all terrified as the outraged 
local residents surrounded us outside the lifts — 
until an old lady struggling with her heavy shopping 
appeared on the scene. ‘‘Leave themalone Mick,”’ 
she scolded one of her neighbours. ‘‘They don’t 
mean any harm; they’re only students.’’ Oh, the 
shame and embarrassment we all felt! 

Then again, not all lefties are milksops — 
some can be quite vicious. When I was visiting an 
Anarchist ‘comrade’s’ house once, a group of 
them were busy in the living room all folding Class 
War newspaper. Suddenly violence ensued! Dan, 
of Bristol Class War, and his boyfriend Olly had 
an embarrassing lover’s tiff in front of the rest of 
us. We all looked away in shock as Dan slapped 
Olly around his face and spitefully screamed at 
him ‘*Don’t tell me you haven’t slept with Robert 
because I found your diary last night, you bitch!”’ 
Dan and Olly produce all of Class War’s 
propaganda, so this unhappiness, youcan imagine, 
severely affected the group’s output. 

I myself had an unhappy outcome to a 
relationship at this time. It was a romance with an 
attractive young lady of impressive middle-class 
pedigree who was active in various ‘Animal 
Rights’ and ‘Green’ groups. Hillary broke down 
in tears one evening when I went to collect her 
from the squat she was staying at to go to our yoga 
class. She told me that it was all over between us! 
When I asked her why, she explained to me that 
I just wasn’t sensitive towards her as a vegetarian 
and that I didn’t express sufficient concern about 
the ozone layer, the Bhopal tragedy and Lesbian 
Theatre. OK, a slight exageration, I grant you, but 
you get the drift! 
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THE MATHEMATICAL IMPERATIVE 


RICHARD WHITE examines how the advanced 
nations are losing the numbers battle 


WESTERN civilisatiion is rushing towards 
death. A unique achievement, the most 
glorious and stupendous upon this planet, 
is now in a state of what could be terminal 
sickness. All that we have nurtured, 
cherished and attained over several 
millennia now disappears beneath an 
avalanche of transient pleasure and eager 
insanity. It seems that we prefer madness 
to miracles. 

Let us not be tricked by the superficial 
glamour and glitter of this new age. Life in 
many ways appears more comfortable and 
diverse than what our forefathers experienced. 
Opportunities seem endless. But rational 
reflection demands that we should consider 
this as similar to the decorations on a 
Christmas tree. After the brief festive season, 
they are removed, and the tree, already dead, 
is consigned to the refuse collector. The 
present is all-important and the future 
forgotten. The perfectly appropriate motto 
is: “Live for today, for tomorrow we die.” 

How has the peril come about? Certainly 
not at once. On the contrary, our enemies 
have been busy for a long time. It seems that 
the Fabian doctrine of Gradualism, dominant 
in certain intellectual circles two or three 
generations ago, has assumed its most sinister 
implications. This strategy has strong parallels 
with the techniques of the skilful poisoner. 
Give the victim small doses over a protracted 
period of time, and he will be unaware of the 
culprit’s intentions and, by the time that he 
does awaken it will be too late. The late 
Chinese Communist revolutionary Lin Piao 
once remarked that Asia, Africa and Latin 
America were rural areas which would 
eventually subjugate the urban or industrial 
places to the North, especially Europe and 
the United States. He added that to seek to 
prevent this would be as futile as “beating 


back a fog with the hands.” As things stand 
at present, his projection appears to be 
unfolding. 

Central to this crisis is the demographic 
consideration. The Twentieth Century has 
witnessed the two most devastating 
sledgehammer blows to our civilisation. In 
two world wars, White man fought White 
man in conflicts which ended our supremacy 
on earth, concluded our imperial roles and 
placed us more firmly than ever at the pitiless 
mercy of International Finance. Worst of all, 
these battles destroyed unnumbered millions 
of our finest young men, robbing us of their 
talents and future contributions, as well as the 
offspring which would have been created had 
they lived. In both cases, we emerged weaker 
and smaller. 


THE MIGHT OF EUROPE 


A century ago, Europe was at the zenith 
of its might. Most of its nations had colonies 
overseas, with Great Britain possessing an 
empire of unprecedented dimensions. It would 
have been indisputably logical then to forma 
Grand European Alliance, where we would 
all work together for the common good. 
Joseph Chamberlain — perhaps our greatest 
Prime Minister who never was — argued that 
an alliance with Germany would be the most 
natural thing in the world. And an 
understanding between the Motherland and 
the Fatherland would have reaped immense 
benefits for both of us. As partners, we would 
have attained heights even greater than 
previously achieved. Just imagine what would 
have resulted had Britain, with its possession 
of the seas and the availabilty of huge colonial 
resources, seen eye to eye with Germany, 
which was the greatest land power at the 
time. Together we would have been invincible. 
No outward foe would have had the slightest 


chance of doing us hurt or of disturbing our 
places in the Sun. 

But things took a sharp turn for the worse. 
The Dual Alliance of France and Russia put 
Germany on the defensive. The Entente 
Cordiale between Britain and France made 
us, informally atleast, anenemy of Germany. 
Naval rivalry and the Kaiser’s occasionally 
provocative, though by no means truly 
threatening, speeches exacerbated the 
situation. However, such things were hardly 
a casus belli, unless of course there were 
certain back-stage forces looking for any 
opportunity, no matter how slight, to cause 
trouble. 

Then, in August 1914, inexplicably and 
suddenly, the time-bomb exploded. Britain, 
having the least reason ofall to fight, was one 
of the first to join in, invoking an obscure 
treaty going back over 80 years as the flimsiest 
of excuses. One cannot, even now, look back 
to the 1914-18 conflict without a feeling of 
complete amazement. Over this period, 
millions perished for no purpose whatsoever. 
Old military tactics combined with modern 
mechanised features to produce a bloodbath. 
Huge amounts of men were sent to certain 
death by generals who, mostly, had never 
heard a shot fired in anger. This evil folly is 
best illustrated by the Battle of the Somme, in 
1916, where over a million men were killed, 
more than 400,000 being British. The gain 
was scarcely to make a dent in the German 
lines. By contrast, the conquest of the whole 
Indian sub-continent by the British Army had 
cost no more than 100 lives. 

When it was all over, at least 10,000,000 
men had perished. Europe was in a state of 
revolution, and Bolshevism firmly in place in 
Russia. Far from creating a better world, this 
war was the beginning of Armageddon. All 
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The four men pictured above were British officers, all killed in World War I in the

prime of their young manhood, having only

fathered one child between them. We are still suffering from the appalling genetic loss caused by this insane conflict. In the 
meantime, as Third World populations proliferate, governments of the advanced nations are doing their best to discourage large 
families. In this way, we are losing the battle for people. This must be reversed. 
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the participants lost, and only the Money 
Power triumphed. Much of the flower of 
European manhood had disappeared. 


A NEW SLAUGHTER 

But more was to come. An even bloodier 
conflict was, in the secret sessions of those 
who hold the real control, on the cards. 
Germany, whatever may be thought of her 
politics under Hitler, did not menace Britain. 
Hitler's aim was expansion in the East. 
Nevertheless, those who had contrived 
successfully to bring about the First World 
War were determined to bring a second one. 

Our country was once more duped. This 
time the pretext was Poland, a nation which 
we had had little, if anything, to do with in 
the past, and which we could not possibly 
assist in 1939. Soon the whole world was 
again in flames, and a new and bigger 
butcher’s list created. Another generation of 
Europeans went to its grave. Again, we 
fought for nothing and, soon after the fighting 
finished, we lost the Empire. We emerged 
even feebler and even more impoverished. 

Now, in our own day, we suffer the 
consequences of these two genuine holocausts. 
But a far subtler and more devilishly cunning 
strategy is now being employed by those who 
seek our obliteration. This is conquest of the 
world by peaceful methods. Ina nuclear age, 
full-scale war is out of the question. After all, 
the real culprits would perish with the rest of 
us! So a new programme is in full-swing. It 
is manifested in abortion and birth-control 
and, above all, in incessant non-white 
immigration to Europe. Because of this, the 
White Race progressively shrinks whilst the 
coloured population soars. What was formerly 


gained through guns is now done through 
condoms, the murder of foetuses and the 
fanatical and hysterical pursuit of multi- 
racialism. This is why ‘racism’ has become 
the worst offence imaginable, and integration 
the new Transubstantiation of the present 
time. 

Surely one does not need to be 
exceptionally bright to realise that if racial 
harmony is truly sought, then a Back-to- 
Africa policy is the logical answer. When 
races dwell apart, there is no danger of strife. 
But this is precisely what the world conquerors 
do not want. Whilst sternly retaining racial 
identity for themselves with all the ferocity of 
a religious creed, they vigorously promote a 


‘totally different policy for everyone else, in 


the satanic hope that they will sooner or later 
have complete masterdom over a hybrid flock 
without pride of ancestry or chance of 
posterity. 

The whole of life is governed by 
mathematical laws. Given equality, numbers 
mean strength and security. Depletion means 
death. It is easily illustrated, too, within the 
record of history, that great men and 
remarkable talents rarely occur without a 
surplus of population. We need to produce 
many to find the few. Quantity must precede 
quality. To think otherwise is as crazy as to 
believe that one can dig for diamonds with a 
toothpick. 


PROCREATION ESSENTIAL 
Survival is serious business. Unless we 
procreate we disintegrate. The destruction of 
Rhodesia and South Africa furnished us with 
formidable examples. White populations in 
both cases were small, and had no hope of 


overcoming the ‘one man one vote’ offensive. 
Consequently they collapsed. The Israelis, in 
stark contrast, prove far more pragmatic. All 
along, they ensured that the number of Jews 
in Palestine greatly exceeded the number of 
Arabs. As aresult, the demands of democracy 
have never prevented the existence of an 
Israeli government. There is much to be 
learned from this; to be learned and utilised 
for the benefit of our own people. 

What is to be done? Racial intermarriage 
must be condemned absolutely and an 
unwavering commitment made to restoring 
the once-homogenous nature of Great Britain 
as soon as the opportunities occur. Given the 
disintegrating state of current capitalism, 
that hour cannot be far away. Liberalism, in 
politics, the church, the universities and 
wherever else it expresses itself, must be 
exposed for the Bubonic Plague that it is. Aid 
to hostile and corrupt Third World countries 
must cease. Abortion must be proscribed and 
birth control persistently discouraged. War 
between kindred nations must be renounced 
for all time. Generous tax incentives must be 
given to encourage family life, and tax 
penalties introduced against those who pursue 
childless marriages. Feminism and 
homosexuality must be recognised as the 
filthy and deadly diseases which they are and 
be banished for good. 

Let us not be deluded by the notion that 
we live in a peaceful world. It is the peace of 
the opium den today and that of the graveyard 
tomorrow. A Third World War (in more 
ways than one) is indeed being waged against 
us.

WHO CONTROLS OUR 
GOVERNMENT?

SUCCESSIVE ‘Conservative’ governments 
since 1979, arguably the most financially, 
politically and morally corrupt of modern 
times, have pledged their troth to principally 
Rothschild financial power. This has taken 
place through the privatisation of state 
operations, as part of a long-term 
internationalising process, that are properly 
the inheritance of the electorate. In other 
words, these functions have been capitalised 
— ‘mortgaged’ — to stall the insatiable, 
centrifugal demands of bank-created debt 
against the populace. Moreover, asuccession 
of politicians, such as Lord Wakeham, Lord 
Walker, Norman Lamont, Oliver Letwin 
and John Redwood have left for employment 
in Rothschild banks closely associated with 
privatisation.

MATTHEW ARMITAGE looks at Britain’s probable 
future government 


THE most surprising element of the current 
volatile political scene is that a party which 
clearly has as little to offer as Labour 
should be so far ahead in opinion polls. 
Labour gives the impression that when it 
is returned to power more money will be 
spent on the NHS, education, public transport, 
social security and job-creation schemes, to 
name just a small number. This can only be 
done by heavy increases in taxation or 
borrowing or cuts in spending elsewhere. 
Labour has recently been attacking the 
Conservatives because of their increased 
taxation since the last General Election. At 
the same time, Labour is preparing to raise 
taxes on ‘the rich’ despite Blair’s denials of 
further tax increases. During Kinnock’s 
unsuccessful 1992 election campaign ‘the 
rich’ were defined as anyone earning over 
thirty thousand a year. This has now been 
reduced to anyone

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thousand a year. No doubt when, or if, 
Labour get in office it’Il fall still further. 

Labour has always hit motorists very hard 
when it has been in office and has made it 
abundantly clear that it wants more use of 
public transport. Labovr-controlled councils 
are proposing costly schemes to introduce 
‘light railways’ and ‘park-and-ride’ facilities. 
No doubt there’ Il be heavy increases in duty 
on petrol to ‘encourage’ road users to make 
use of public transport. 

Since they’ve been in office, the 
Conservatives have cut back drastically on 
public spending, so Labour has few further 
options for savings. Its recent proposals for 
reductions have included the royal family, 
road building and waste in government 
departments. The last two have already been 
implemented by the Conservatives — which 
caused them to jeer at Labour for stealing 
their policies. 

When Labour was quizzed during the 
1992 General Election campaign as to where 
the money was coming from to pay for its 
extravagances, party leaders could only waffle 
vaguely about “more money being available 
when the economy reflates.” As the economy 
hasn’t reflated, we would probably be still 
waiting for the implementation of its 
proposals. 

Labour’s last government from 1974- 
1979 wasa complete shambles from beginning 
to end. Inflation reached 27 per cent; Prime 
Minister Callaghan was forced to beg for a 
massive loan from international bankers, and 
hundreds of thousands were thrown out of 
work. All the time Labour’s left wing ran riot 
proposing all manner of crazy legislation. 
The left’s answer to the government’s 
problems was simple: “We must cut defence 
spending and adopt true socialist (i.e. 
communist) policies.” 

A few years ago the Conservatives 


announced cuts in defence spending following 
the collapse of the Warsaw Pact. Yet Labour 
protested loudly at the resulting job losses! It 
will be interesting to see whether Labour will 
introduce even greater cuts in defence 
spending! 


MANY PROBLEMS 


Labour has many other problems to be 
face besides financial ones. It has been 
attacking the Conservative record on crime, 
but what exactly it is going to do to try and 
counter the current crime wave isn’t clear. 
Allit can talk about is “job creation schemes” 
(where’s the money coming from?), since the 
theory is that crime is a result of high 
unemployment. Labour has always been soft 
oncriminals, so we certainly can’t expect any 
tough measures. 

Some Conservatives have become 
disillusioned with the EEC — which Labour 
has been quick to exploit, claiming Tories’ re 
split on the issue. The truth is that Labour is 
equally as divided, only its own anti-EEC 
elements are keeping quiet. 

Then there’s the ‘debate’ about Clause 
Four of the Labour Party’s constitution, 
which Blair believes he’s won. Nationalisation 
was always akey part of Labour’s constitution, 
and the revised Clause Four is meaningless 
waffle. Actually, the cost of nationalisation 
would be prohibitive and was only achieved 
in Labour’s past administrations by massive 
government borrowing which is out of the 
question today. Labour has been protesting 
loudly about the ‘obscene’ pay increases of 
the management of the newly-privatised public 
utilities and demanding curbs on their charges. 
Quite obviously Labour would still like to 
control them if it could! 

For many years now, Labour has been 
forging links with various minority groups to 
try and boost its flagging appeal. These 
include Blacks, Asians, women (i.e. militant 
feminists), gays, lesbians and the 
handicapped. Last year there was a headline 
in the Sunday Express, saying: ‘“Blair to 
court the Jewish vote,’’ in the same way that 
Thatcher did when she was seeking power. 
Labour has even opened an office in Hong 
Kong to recruit wealthy Chinese emigrating 
to the UK to escape the Red Chinese takeover. 

There is a large percentage of Black and 
Asian Labour councillors, and we will no 
doubt be seeing Britain’s first black cabinet 
minister should Labour win the next general 
election. There was a complete farce during 
Labour’s last elections to its National 
Executive, when Ken Livingstone had to 
stand down to allow a woman to take his place 
to satisfy quotas! Some months ago, a bill to 
give more rights to the disabled was defeated 
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by the Conservatives in the Commons, who 
claimed, no doubt rightly, that it would be 
too costly toimplement. This brought outrage 
from Labour. 

Should Labour win the next general 
election, all these minorities will be 
demanding a slice of the action. This won’t 
be restricted to more financial handouts but 
will mean even more rights and privileges for 
them. 

In the past when Labour was in power, it 
was accused of being in the pocket of the 
trades unions. The Conservatives have broken 
union power and Blair is now trying to 
disown the unions. What sort of party is it 
that turns its back on its founder members? 
Not surprisingly, there are murmurs of 
discontent from many trade unionists. 


Sick of the state of national chaos 
and distintegration in Britain?

“I know our readers don’t have to 
be victims of these changes, 
watching helplessly as they are 
threatened by events beyond their 
control. Instead, I intend to give 
them the right advice and fore- 
knowledge to protect themselves 
from these changes — and profit.” 
The political orientation of The 
Fleet Street Letter is not stated — at 
least in respect of allegiance to any 
particular party. However, from a 
cursory reading of this report itis 
obvious that the guiding ideology is 
one of free-market Toryism. The 
prospects of a Labour victory at the 
next general election are spoken of 
with horror. The Fleet Street Letter is 


supporters. Blair claims that these represent 
the ‘new’ Labour Party. He’s even suggested 
that Labour should change its name. If it 
does, it'll result in complete confusion to the 
electorate and outrage among its traditional 
supporters. 

What seems to have happened to the 
Labour Party is that it’s become disillusioned 
following its last, disastrous, administration, 
four consecutive general election defeats and 
the Conservative anti-union and privatisation 
policies of the eighties. Despite this, Labour 
is still the main opposition party. Its disarray 
has caused opportunists to move in and take 
over and attempt to change the image of the 
party to suit their own designs. Their success 
in obtaining such a high percentage in opinion 
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written by self-proclaimed ‘insiders’ 
of the capitalist system, and its 
closeness to Thatcherite (if perhaps 
not Majorite) Conservative politics is 
obvious on every page. 

Its message here is a depressing 
one, but as a commentary on the 
spirit that has taken hold of Britain’s 
moneyed classes in the 1990s it is 
true to life. It contains between the 
lines a thinly veiled admission that 
the disintegration of our country into 
numerous ethnic and religious ghettos 
is not a happy development, but it 
goes on to say that such events are 
beyond its readers’ control (Why are 
they? Those readers can become 
political activists and fight them just 
as we are doing). It then ends by 
saying that those events can be 
turned to readers’ profit! How? By 
taking the advice over investments 
contained in The Fleet Street Letter — 
for which the subscription rate for 24 
issues is normally £96.50 but with 
special trial subscriptions now being 
offered at £45.00 (lucky new 
readers!), 

So, you folks out there, why carry 
on worrying about the alien takeover 
of large parts of Britain — least of all 
trying to oppose it?

Campbell, and not only will you be

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RITUAL SLAUGHTER: 
AN ALIEN PRACTICE 


THAT DISGRACES EUROPE 


SYLVIA NOBLE spotlights an evil which the 
‘Animal Rights’ lobby should be fighting. 


PUBLIC ANGER over live exports has recently 
been compounded by exposure in the Daily 
Mail of May 9th that British sheep are used for 
ritual slaughter sacrifice by Muslims in France. 

The French authorities, alarmed at the number 
of animals having their throats cut by Muslims in 
private houses and streets, have resorted to 
providing public land in order to facilitate this 
procedure, especially during times of Muslim 
festivals. . 

According to the Daily Mail report, Muslims 
converge on the designated slaughter sites, some 
armed with bread knives, preferring to kill their 
own animals as is customary. The blood is drained 
into open ditches as sheep are butchered at the rate 
of one hundred an hour. 

Hundreds of thousands of British sheep are 
now suffering painful and protracted deaths at the 
hands of rough, unskilled Third World immigrants 
throughout France and beyond. 

The Mail reports that on one site alone at least 
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four British lorries, each carrying up to 200 sheep, 
made deliveries in the middle of the night during 
the recent Eid festival. At another site the Daily 
Mail’s reporter was threatened with a shotgun and 
ordered to leave. Mohammed Boushiki, otherwise 
known as ‘Tonton Mouton’ (or Uncle Sheep) is 
official appointee by Paris mosque leaders as this 
year’s purveyor of sacrificial animals. 

The French are accused of sanctioning public 
land for animal sacrifice in order to avoid 
antagonising the country’s five million Muslims, 
and one cannot but question such an attitude which 
causes Western societies to abandon all civilised 
standards asa policy ofappeasement to immigrants 
unless of course the French fear violent civil 
unrest emanating from the immigrant community. 

We may dismiss French expressions of 
astonishmentat British intransigence to live exports 
and ritual slaughter by accepting that a people 
raised ona diet of horsemeat, frogs legs and snails 
are unlikely to appreciate the concerns of the

British for animal welfare which, to our credit, has 
set us apart from the rest of Europe. 

However, in Britain as in France, multi- 
racialism continues its overwhelming and 
inexorable growth, and ritual slaughter epitomises 
the degenerative, oppressive and unwholesome 
influences brought to bear on European attitudes 
and standards. 


ALIEN WEDGE 
In Britain we are confronted with a growing 
immigrant population which, whilst calling itself 
British, possesses none of the characteristics 
unique to our race. Refusal to recognise this fact 
on the part of our political social engineers will, 
in due course, promote the collapse of all the 
values, traditions and virtues common to our 
people if present trends are allowed to remain 
unchallenged. 
In a civilised society of the kind produced by

our own cultural heritage, it has always been 
obligatory to look to ways of improving standards 
and conditions in the welfare of animals. For this 
reason pre-stunning of animals prior to slaughter 
was first introduced in Britain earlier this century 
as a means of being the most effective and humane 
method of eliminating stress and suffering during 
slaughter if carried out correctly. 

As soon as this requirement was announced, 
it was vehemently opposed and successfully 
challenged by Jews, who were granted special 
religious exemption under the law to slaughter 
animals without pre-stunning on condition that the 
meat from these animals was intended to provide 
food for Jews. This religious exemption clause 
later came to include Britain’s large Muslim 
population. As a result, we now have a dual legal 
system permitting ritual slaughter on a massive 
scale whilst purporting to maintain a policy of 
humane slaughter legislation. Ritual slaughter is 
openly condemned as barbaric and unacceptable 
on animal welfare grounds by all scientific and 
authoritative veterinary sources, including the 
Government’s own Farm Animal Welfare Council, 
which has recommenced that the practice be 
banned. The Government, however, persists in 
ignoring the FAWC recommendations, no doubt 
fearing the same immigrant backlash which has 
caused the French to go so far as to turn parts of 
France into an open public slaughterhouse. 

In direct contravention of the law permitting 
ritual slaughter to Jews and Muslims, enormous 
quantities of this meat are passed unlabelled onto 
the open meat market which would be rejected by 
the British public on moral and ethical grounds if 
identified as being ritually slaughtered. Jews are 
the main offenders in this process, as the rear half 
of all animals slaughtered by Jews is considered 
non-kosher and automatically off loaded onto the 
general public. As Jews regard identification of 
their own food as essential, it angered opponents 
ofritual slaughter when Jews successfully managed 
two years ago to overturn a European directive 
which would have made labelling of ritually 
slaughtered meat on sale to the general public 
compulsory throughout Europe. As a result, the 
British people are being deliberately denied their 
right to freedom of choice, and an act of deception 
and serious breach of the law is taking place. 

The exact wording of the religious exemption 
clause stipulates ritual slaughter “to provide food 
for Jews and Muslims, ”and, as Jews were aware 
at the time, the special privilege was granted to 
them that half of every animal ritually slaughtered 
would be off-loaded onto the British people, it is 
evident that the law is flawed and open to challenge 
in court. The Ministry of Agriculture and the 
British Government are thereby guilty of an act of 
maladministration and failing to correct a serious 
and unethical legal anomaly. 

As an example of the lengths to which our 
establishment will go in order to accommodate 
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ritual slaughter, the Jewish Chronicle recently 
reported that the Queen has installed a glatt kosher 
kitchen inside Buckingham palace, and, having 
regard to the political climate now prevailing, we 
can only speculate on the frequency of its use. 


GOVERNMENT ALARM 

Because of the obvious cruelty involved in the 
unnecessary transportation of live animals over 
vast distances for slaughter overseas, the depth 
and strength of public opposition to this trade has 
shocked and alarmed the Government. The public, 
having exhausted all legitimate means of protest 
and disgusted at the Government’s refusal to 
address their concerns, have decided that direct 
action is the only way forward. When an irresistible 
force meets on immovable object something must 
give, and in this case I am willing to bet that public 
opinion will eventually prove too strong for the 
Government to combat. 

Nothing could be more foolish on the part of 
our politicians to assume that the British people 
will continue to maintain an attitude of passive 
acquiesce whilst their legitimate e and just demands 
are persistently ignored. Our instinctive desire to 
“do right” with helpless dumb animals and the 
failure of government to address this particularly 
emotive issue may well ignite a touch paper that 
could eventually explode. 

Animal welfare has never been high on the 
nationalist agenda but it is now proving itself to be 
extremely significant as a means of exposing the 
irreconcilable racial, cultural and religious 
disparities existing between ourselves and the 
alien element in our society. 

Agents of the left have successfully dominated 
animal rights as a platform for political agitation 
and social disruption but it has now become a two 
edged sword and one which offers national patriots 
an important opportunity of mounting their cwn 
ethical, moral and racial crusade. In so doing, we 
not only work towards ending the barbaric ordeal 
of ritual slaughter inflicted on our livestock but 
seek to restore our own principles and standards 
which have been permitted to sink to unacceptable 
depths. 

Finally, as we commemorate Britain’s part in 
the expulsion of the Nazis from France 50 years 
ago, let us reflect on the France of today and her 
five million Muslim immigrants ritually 
slaughtering animals in public in celebrations of 
Eid and ask ourselves how far the French have 
moved forward in the process of evolvement as 
civilised Europeans.

of the ethnic minorities may take, perhaps, 
two to two and a half years. With the year to 
year-and-a-half from stage one, that gives a 
total repatriation time thus far of three to 
four years, more likely the latter. 


STAGE THREE 

Stage three is really the ‘mopping up’ 
phase of the whole operation. At this point, 
the numbers of ethnic minorities remaining 
who have either been ‘missed’ by the system 
or who have evaded repatriation shouldn’t 
amount to more than 100,000 to 200,000. At 
this stage, they should then be advised by the 
national media to report to their local police 
stations to have their details taken and NTQ 
papers with dates of departure issued on the 
spot. 

Following on from this, police would 
actively stop and check ethnic minorities on 
a routine and random basis. Ethnic minorities 
not producing their NTQ card would simply 
be arrested and deported without fuss or 
delay and with a minimal resettlement figure 
of perhaps £500. These measures would need 
to be advertised well in advance. But because 
of the numbers involved the entire process 
for stage three should not take longer than 8- 
12 months. 

Taking the longer figure of a year, the 
whole repatriation programme should be 
capable of completion within five years — 
the term of a single parliament. And with a 
new irrevocable British Constitution and 
Nationality Act in place, we could rest secure 
that the multi-racial nightmare inflicted upon 
us could never happen again.

SIR: John Morse’s splendid article last 
month on ‘Zimbabwe’ brought back horribly 
unforgettable memories of my return flight 
to the UK from ‘Harare’ in 1983. I was 
coming back to the UK after a short stay, 
and was glad to leave. There was rationing 
of petrol, cooking oil, butter, toilet paper 
and a whole list of other items, and the 
queues of cars at filling stations and the 
scrums at the supermarkets were chaotic. 

Three weeks previously, on leaving 
Heathrow I had bought a book and some 
magazines and dropped the change from a 
£5 note (about 60p) into my jacket pocket 
and forgotten all about it. Had I only known 
how much grief this forgotten loose change 
would subsequently cause! 

Before the return flight, I dutifully 
counted and declared all my foreign 
currency, as required, forgetting the 60p.

was left standing half-undressed while other 
passengers filed past the open-doored office 
where I was being interrogated. Nobody 
seemed surprised. 

The authorities remained implacable and 
no explanation was accepted or even 
listened to. A fat black woman subjected me 
to a screaming lecture which was obviously 
designed to humiliate me. Eventually they 
gave me back my clothes and let me catch 
my flight, but I did not feel safe until I was 
half way back to Heathrow. Never again!

SIR: Thank you for the May 1995 Spear- 
head. 1 can remember being impressed 
when you reached issue No. 100. To have 
reached No. 315 shows a truly great level of 
dedication and persistence. 

I was particularly interested in Paul 
Andrews’ well thought-out analysis of the 
voting patterns found in a typical council 
election, which concluded that these show 
that the BNP can only make really major 
electoral gains once it wins the votes of 
‘Middle Britain’, and that even more 
intensive canvassing is the way to achieve 
this. 

I certainly agree that the already sympa- 
thetic millions in this category must be won 
over. But the key to this process is not, at 
this stage, even more intensive canvassing. 
The BNP simply does not have the man- 
power to match the old parties in traditional 
electioneering in more than a handful of 
seats at a time, so any strategy which relies 
on such a slow engine of growth is seriously 
flawed. I have no doubt that there will be 
more Millwall-style victories, yet the 
significance of these is not that they signal 
imminent electoral take-off but the way in 
which they encourage recruitment and so 
help build a powerful nationwide organ- 
isation. 

Local electoral successes can play an 
important role in boosting the credibility of 
the BNP as a serious contender for political 
power, but that power will be built not on 
short-term ballot box surges but on trained 
cadres, a sound economic base and a hard- 
earned reputation as a campaigning organis- 
ation which stands up for ‘Rights for 
Whites’. Electoral success is the result of 
such power, not its cause. It is very 
significant that Derek Beackon’s famous 
victory followed the routing of the reds in 
Bermondsey just across the Thames. The 
electorate saw, for the first time, an organ- 
isation that was willing and able to stand up 
to protect its own and impose its own will. 
In the coming crisis, a frightened ‘Middle 
Britain’ will certainly demand discipline, but 
it must go hand-in-hand with toughness, not 
with ‘respectability’ in the eyes of the 
pundits of failed liberalism.

polls has been due to a smear campaign 
against Conservative MPs, constantly 
exposing bungled Tory policies and trying to 
give the impression of a dynamic, united 
opposition. So far, their own lack of real 
policies doesn’t seem to have been noticed by 
the electorate. 

The party that calls itself Labour is simply 
a rag-bag of malcontents and opportunists 
based on the old Labour Party political 
organisation. 

Not surprisingly, left wing opposition to 
Blair is now becoming increasingly vociferous 
and might threaten his leadership and even 
the stability of the party. Whether this will 
come before or after the next general election 
remains to be seen. There are already many 
‘Militant Labour’— type candidates standing 
in local Government and parliamentary by- 
elections against official party candidates and 
obtaining reasonable votes. It’s possible that 


the left may tolerate Blair so long as he gets 
the Tories out — after which they’ll try and 
ditch him for one of their own. 


LABOUR’S RECORD IN OFFICE 


Previous labour governments always used 
to increase taxation, and yet there was never 
enough money to pay for all its election 
pledges. Within a year or two, disillusion 
would set in which would escalate rapidly. 
We then start hearing Labour’s traditional 
excuses when things go wrong:- 

“What do you expect after sixteen (or 
whatever) years of Tory misrule?” 
“We must tighten our belts.” 

“things will get worse before they get 

better.” 

The problem is that, under Labour, they 
never do get better. Despite Blair’s denials, 
there’s every reason to suppose that Labour 
will wind up in a similar mess should it win 
the next election. There’ll no doubt be a 
revival of Conservative fortunes and at the 
general election following a Labour 
Government, the Conservatives may well 
stage a spectacular recovery and Labour would 
once again be swept from office; though it’s 


unlikely that the Conservatives will ever 
regain the type of majorities they had under 
Thatcher. 

A Labour government also causes a flood 
of new recruits to other parties on the right, 
for which the BNP must prepare itself. At the 
same time the BNP should itself be wary of 
opportunists joining its ranks when the party 
is On an upswing. 

BNP policy towards Labour should be to 
concentrate on the latter’s lack of policies and 
undoubted intentions to raise taxes. Expose 
its past record in Government, especially 
during its last administration. Labour has 
persistently shown how smear campaigns can 
be effective — so any ‘gaffes’, indiscretions 
and blatantly criminal activities of its 
members, councillors and MPs should be 
given maximum publicity. Any BNP trades 
unionists should be only too keen to protest 
about Labour’s current attitude to the unions! 

For the moment, Labour seems to be the 
party that everyone has to beat, though its 
success is built on distinctly shaky 
foundations. Some ruthless campaigning 
could well bring the whole rotten structure 
tumbling down. 


Tyndall and Beackon to fight 


With the next general election less than 
two years away, the British National Party 
is now beginning in earnest the task of 
selecting candidates and seats to fight, so as 
to be able to put in adequate advance pre- 
paration for the contest. 

* London’s East End is the most obvious

DEREK BEACKON 
Won BNP’s first ever council seat 
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expected. Last month the party chose the 
two candidates who will spearhead its 
election campaign there. Party leader John 
Tyndall will be fighting the Bethnal Green 
& Bow constituency, while Derek Beackon, 
who achieved fame in 1993 as the party’s 
first ever councillor, has been chosen to 
contest the newly formed Poplar & Canning 
Town seat. Part of this constituency 
comprises the Millwall Ward, where Mr. 
Beackon was victorious in the council 
election. Mr. Tyndall, it will be remem- 
bered, won 7 per cent of the vote and his 
deposit at Dagenham in June last year. 
Although Derek Beackon lost his seat in 
the local government elections last year, the 
BNP vote in the borough has held up fairly 
well in the face of a massive swing to 
Labour influenced by national rather than 
local political trends. Recently the loony left 
has strengthened its hold on Tower Hamlets 
Labour-controlled council. The Mayor is 
Asian and Asians hold more than a third of 
council seats. Council grants policies 
already indicate bias in favour of Asian 
groups. There is every possibility that by 
the time of the general election Labour’s 
honeymoon in the area may be over, and 
this will offer big opportunities for the BNP. 
In the meantime, the local brannch needs 
all the activists it can get for help with 
leafleting and paper sales.
